End Comes to Noted 
Author-Jouimalist as His 
Valadietion is Printed 

Perley Poor Sheehan's body 
was racked with pain and he was 
at death's door when he wrote 
his last newspaper copy- “The 
Watch Tower," for last week's 
issue of the Sierra Madre News. 
In just a little more than 24 
hours later as the paper contain, 
ing his column was coming off 
the press early Thursday morn¬ 
ing he passed into “the next 
room'' to which he referred in 
his column several weeks sgo. 
He knew as Ife wrote the words 
"soon—none too soon nor yet too 
late,” that the end was near. He 
felt it was so near that once 
when he was interrupted while 
writing he said, “I'd better be 
getting on with this if 1 am to 
finish it. 

His great soul and his philos¬ 
ophy had carried Perley Sheehan 
cheerfully through many trying 
weeks during which he knew he 
was doomed to die. He was pre-1 
pared and unafraid. His one con-1 
cem was tlie parting with those 
he would leave behind, for he 
was a generous, kindly man and 
had a deep affection for those 
who enjoyed his friendship. Firm 
In his convictions he conceded 
the right of those who disagreed 
with him to have their own opin¬ 
ions and it was because of this 
that he carried on Sierra Madre's 
Forum so that all and sundry 
might meet and exchange their 
views on public questions that 
absorbed the people in the middle | 
thirties. 

Bom in the .suburbs of Cin¬ 
cinnati. Ohio, Mr. Sheehan began 
what proved to be a great career 
in journalism and as an author 
on the newspapers of nearby 
Hamilton, Ohio. From there he 
went to the Cincinnati Enquirer 
and eventually to New York And 
New York Herald, then one 
6f the world's greatest newspa¬ 
pers, with its own news bureaus 
in all of the European capitals 
and its owm correepondents in i 
the principal cities throughout i 
the world. This was before the | 
great news as.suciations had per-1 
fected their great world coverage 
systems and the Herald carried 
not only more cable, but more 
telegraphic news than any other 
American publication. Its foreign 
service centered in Paris and the' 
Herald published a Paris edition. 

Mr. Sheehan's ability and his 
quick grasp of world affairs at¬ 
tracted the attention and admira- j 
tlon of Col. James Gordon Ben-1 
nett. Herald publisher, and he 
was made head of the telegraph i 
department where he soon made' 
so good that he was sent to Paris 
as editor of the Paris edition of 
the Herald, in which position he 
co-ordinated the foreign news for 1 
the New York edition. Sitting on 
this top rung of the Journalistic 
profession his work took him

Perley Poor Sheehan hod 
lived here less than 10 years but 
had made himself our city's 
best beloved citizen. He began 
by creating beauty In a run¬ 
down piece of property, took 
a lively interest In our library 
and the town forum which 
flouri.shed while he was its 
leader, and his warm-hearted 
interest in our citizens, from 
children to aged persons, re¬ 
sulted iln his knowing more of 
us by our first names than 
most of our old timers do. 

Perley could not go down 
any street In town without be¬ 
ing affectionately greeted by 
young and old as he pa.S8ed, and 
there are few of us who will not 
feel a sense of personal loss in 
his passing. He had been reduced 
from riches to comparative pov¬ 
erty before coming here but his 
philosophy showed that good 
will is more important than 
money in making one a valu¬ 
able citizen. Though he cher¬ 
ished enough violent prejudices 
to make him human and per¬ 
haps more lovable th.an perfec¬ 
tion could have made him. he 
was essentially a lover of man¬ 
kind in the mas.s and of the 
individuals who make It up. 

A few days before he die<l 
he told me he had never been 
so happy in his life as the 
warm interest the entire com¬ 
munity took In him touched 
his heart many times a day. 
Those who read his w’eekly col¬ 
umn in this paper know he was 
both an original thinker and 
one of the moat broadly gener¬ 
ous and benevolent of men, 
the po.sse8sor of a spirit which 
shed a light about him, no 
matter what tribulations and 
sufferings he had to endure.

City Exceeds 
Quota for 
Third Loan 

^ar Rond Subscriptions 
Here Will Exceed $170,000 
When Pledges are Met 

Sierra MaJreans oversubscsrlbed 
their $165,000 Third War Loan 
quota by $5000. it was an- 
nounced yesterday on the return 
Of Dan C. Reib from Los An- 
geles where he checked with the 
Southern California War Bond 
Committee. And there are out- 
satnding pledges that will swell 
the total. 

Just $142,000 worth of the 
bonds were sold in Sierra Madre 
while $28,000 worth were sub’ 
scribed for by local residents em¬ 
ployed in Los Angeles and the 
defense planU and ship yards in 
Pasadena, Burbank, El Segundo, 
Long Beach, Wilmington and San 
Pedro. 

Checking the local sales at 
noon yesterday the Sierra Madre 
committee was downcast, believ¬ 
ing it had fallen $13,000 short of 
the quota. There was great joy, 
however, when Mr. Relb returned 
with the official figure which 

contained the audits for out-of 
town purchases. 

"Our people have done spien- 
Jidly again,” said Mr. Reib. "It 
seemed on Saturday when we 
checked that we had fallen be¬ 
hind, but hope was not aban¬ 
doned pending a complete report 

from the Block Mothers organ¬ 

ization which did a really won¬ 
derful job in its house-to-house 
campaign. Apparently members 
of this organization sold approxi¬ 
mately $20,000 worth of bonds. 
Many of these sales were for that 
extra bond so often mentioned by 
Secretary Morgentheau as so vi¬ 
tally necessary to meet the huge 
15-billion-dollar national quota. 
These sales spelled the difference 
between falling short and going 
over the quota here as elsewhere.

Coming to Sierra Madre just a lit¬ 
tle less than 10 years ago he took 
over the house in which he died. 
It was run down and deserted 
then; the yard that is cool and 
green and full of flowers that re¬ 
ceived his loving care and that 
was his great comfort and joy 
during recent years and especial¬ 
ly in recent months, was barren. 
He loved the simple and the 
beautiful things in life. Loyal to 
his ideals and his friends beyond 
the understanding of many, he 
detested snobbery and pomp and 
wished his ashes to go back to the 
earth in the simplest possible 
manner. 

Mr. Sheehan is survvived by 
»ns wife, Virginia, to whom he 
was married in the Burgundy 
country of France 40 years ago, 
and three brothers, Murry, sec¬ 
retary of the Thai legation ir 
Washington, D. C.; David, of 
Nashville, North Carolina, and 
Clyde, of New York. 

He contributed his "Watch 
Tower” column in the News with 
few interruptions for almost nine 
years. It was given that title at 
the outset because he intended 
to comment on world affairs.

Goodnow referred to the growth 
of the freedom of the press by 
citing the case of John Wilkes, 
an Englishman who in 1763 op¬ 
posed certain laws of the English 
crown and was tried for sedition 
and libel, being later exonerated. 
He became a member of the par¬ 
liament and a leading factor in 
political affairs. In this country 
Peter Zenger, founder of the New 
York Weekly Journal, won one of 
the major victories for freedom! 
of the press in the American col¬ 
onies, and really paved the way 
for the Bill of Rights. 

Goodnow traced the develop¬ 
ment of newspapers from the 
days of personal journalism 
through the building of large 
financial organizations and the 
employment of nationally known 
newspaper columnists and syndi¬ 
cate writers. 

The most important contribu¬ 
tion to American life, he contend¬ 
ed, is being met by the weekly 
newspapers which in many ways 
are closer to their readers than 
any other type of publication. 
TThe weekly newspaper, he said 
is not sensational, it is clean and 
is published for every member 
o fthe family. It acts as a com¬ 
mon center of information foi 
the entire community for which 
it is published and in every way 
a community is much more likely 
to succeed and become a desir¬ 
able place in which to live and 
do business with a weekly news¬ 
paper than without one. 

“In addition to supplying the 
needs of the community for news 
and information of social or pub¬ 
lic interest,” said Goodnow, "the 
weekly newspaper also provides 
the least expensive method for 
giving news of merchandise 
Through the newspaper a mer¬ 
chant is enabled to reach practi 
cally every family in the com 
muiiity and tell those people 
bont what he has to sell. Ir 
this modern day with so mud 
out-of-town buying and so mud 
inter-relationship between com¬ 
munities. the local merchant mu.st 
get his stories before his prospec¬ 
tive customers more frequently 
than ever before. Even with a 
scarcity of merchandise, the loca 
merchant still has an obligation 
to himself and to his community 
to increase his own enterprisf 
and increase his .service. I arr 
convinced that he can So the jol 
more thoroughly through his lo 
cal newspaper than by any other 
means and the extent to which 
he keeps in contact with the con-

Root veg¬ 
etables .such as these keep well 
and are generally inexpensive. 
They supply minerals, some vita¬ 
mins and are a fine source of 
carbohydrates. Here, too, is an 
excellent non-irritating roughage. 

Cauliflower, kohlrabi, eggplant, 
beets, radishes, onions anC celery 
are rich in minerals and nicotinic 
acid. Because they are low in 
fat, these root vegetables are 
jood carriers for savory sauces 
which add both interest and cal¬ 
ories to an otherwi.se plain dish. 

Serve some food from group 
three every day. To break down 
your family’s resistance to root 
vegetables, try these tricks. Use 
shredded beets or turnips as a 
salad ingredient or relish. Make 
a lima bean loaf with green 
pepper sauce. Serve cauliflower 
garnished with creamy cheese 
sauce. Try lentil soup and lentil 
patties.

September marked the 12th 
year of World War II. Twelfth 
year?

FUTURE RAINY DAY 

A government can’t spend its 
way to prosperity. It can't con¬ 
tinue indefinitely to put out pub¬ 
lic funds in the hope of licking 
a depression. 

That’s one of the facts that we 
Americans learned during the de¬ 
pression of the ’30s. It’s one of 
the facts that we’ll have to re¬ 
member when this war is over. 

When war orders stop, war 
payrolls will stop, too. Men and 
women who now work on muni¬ 
tions jobs will have to find em¬ 
ployment making peacetime goods. 
And it will take time for indus¬ 
try to change over its factories 
to the manufacture of civilian 
products. 

All this is In the future, It’s 
true. Our main job now Is to 
win the war, and anything that 
detracts from winning the war 
must be put aside for the dura¬ 
tion. But there are many things 
that we can do now to provide 
for the rainy clay that Is bound 
to come . And Industry is 'already 
making plans to do them. The 
committee on post-war problems 
of the National Association of 
Manufacturers has worked out 
several suggestions that would 
“facilitate the readjustment and 
lold waste and human suffering 
,0 a minimum. They would enable 
us at the end of the defense 
effort quickly to get back to a 
prosperous level of peacetime 
production with employment and 
good wages for every one able 
and willing to work.’’ 

Among the points recommend¬ 
ed by the N.A.M. are a reduction 
of taxes after the war, the elim¬ 
ination of all emergency wartime 
regulations and controls at that 
time, the curtailment of expendi¬ 
tures by private individuals dur¬ 
ing the period of the emergency, 
the discontinuanc^g of all needless 
government spending, the' 'Bevel- 
opment of new products, and the 
provision of dismissal wageH for 
Industrial employes.
